We 
like, also, those much abused hand organs, of I 
every description, greeting you at every turn. 
They are the operas of the lazzarotti and

street in Genoa, we heard nt a distance a fine, 
yet clear nnd powerful voice that at once At¬ 
tracted our attention. On approaching we 
found it proceedetl from a little boy not over 
eight yeats of ngc.

The New York Journal of Commerce has 
tho following statement: 

Robert Pell, Esq., of Pelham, Wostchestur 

county, Ims an ..' iwomy thousand | 

apple ireos, all hearing Newton Pippins. Ily 
trimming and the application of tin- bust ma¬ 
nures, In" ha* brought the Iruit tn unusual size 
ami excellence. The apples are picked and 
packed in barrels without being rolled or jolt¬ 
ed in carts, and so arrive in tlm very host order 
for shipment. Last year they were sold in 
London at twenty -uric dollars ft barrol, and the 
Cham to whom they were consigned, wrote 
. the nobility, and other people of great 
iltli, had ac.iunlly bought them nt retail at a 
guinea a dozen; which is sumo forty-five cent* 
m apple. 

Mr. Pell has from three to four thousnnd 
barrels of the apples this year, which are sold 
as fast as they arrive in market, nt six dollars 
a barrel, and tiro all shipped to England, 
is quite a business for one of our commission 
merchants to dispose of tho produce of this 
noble plantation. 

The American apple take it all in all, is the 
most valuable fruit which grows on the onrih, 
YVe undervalue them because they are sc 
abundant; and even American furmers will 
not take the trouble to live like an English

Eyes were not made in vain, find they been 
needless, they would not have been located in 
the head. They were placed on the corner 
of ihe head that he might have the advantage 
of looking in different directions. Men, in 
the ahumlaiice of then imaginary wisdom, 
concluded the horse hnd too much sight, and 
they wished too curtail it: hence the origin of 
blind bridles. Think ol this seriously and 
you will abandon the use of so destructive an 
appendage.
